A YOUNG woman from Harlow is 
looking forward to her first holiday 
abroad after a 20-year battle to 
prove her identity finally came to an 
end this week. 

An administrative blunder meant Jade 
Jacobs-Brooks (20), of Longfield, was never 
provided with a birth certificate after being born 
during a family holiday in Spain in 1992. 

With no means of proving her identity, she was 
condemned to a life of exclusion and left unable to 
obtain a passport, driving licence or bank account.

She found it almost impossible to secure a job, 
couldn’t accompany her family on holidays 
abroad and struggled to get into pubs and clubs 
with her friends. 

But after being presented with a copy of her 
birth certificate earlier this week, the former 
Burnt Mill School pupil said she was now looking

Man to stand 
trial for rape 
of schoolgirl 
14 years ago 

A MAN appeared in the dock at 
Chelmsford Crown Court accused 
of raping a schoolgirl in Harlow 
more than 14 years ago. 

Airport worker Jon Molt (34), of 
Rushes Mead, Harlow, was 
remanded in custody pending the 
start of a trial on June 6 which is 
expected to last four days. 

Molt entered a plea of not guilty 
to the charge. 

He was arrested at his home in 
January this year by officers from 
the Kent and Essex Serious Crime 
Directorate Cold Case 
Investigation Team. 

The charge relates to a sex assault 
on a 15-year-old girl on December 
11,1997. The alleged attack took

place on a grassed hillock between 
Churchfields, Momples Road and 
First Avenue, known locally as Ten 
Metre Wood. 

The investigation, which was 
extensively covered in the Star at 
the time, also attracted nationwide 
media interest and was featured 
on the BBC’s Crimewatch UK.

forward to making up for lost time. 

“It was an incredible feeling to finally 
hold my birth certificate in my hands,” she 
said. “It meant I could at last start living a 
normal life. 

“Most people take their identity for 
granted but being told time and time again 
that you don’t officially exist is incredibly 
difficult to come to terms with. I couldn’t 
even pick up a parcel at the local post office. 

“Now I’m just looking forward to getting 
a passport and going abroad on holiday for 
the first time, but I definitely won’t be 
going to Spain!” 

Jade’s problems began after UK officials 
told her parents they hadn’t been provided 
with the correct documentation by the 
Spanish authorities to be able to register her 
birth in Britain. 


Her family wrote to former Harlow MP 
Bill Rammell, the Prime Minister and even 
the Queen to beg for help in their battle 
against the bureaucrats, but all to no avail. 

In desperation, her father Victor even 
returned to the hospital in Alicante where 
Jade was born, discovering to his horror that 
staff there had no record of his daughter’s 
birth. 

But their fortunes changed soon after 
Jade’s 16th birthday when international law 
firm Allen & Overy took up her case on a 
pro-bono basis. They launched a four-year 
battle through the Spanish courts on her 
behalf, finally obtaining a copy of her birth 
certificate earlier this week. 

Lawyer Andrew Denny told the Star the 
fight had been made more difficult by the 
unwillingness of both UK and Spanish 
authorities to help. 

“We saw it as a human rights issue, as 


Jade has been unable to do many of the sim¬ 
ple things that a normal citizen takes for 
granted,” he said. 

“It really shouldn’t have been this diffi¬ 
cult to resolve, particularly when it involved 
something as important as a person’s identi¬ 
ty, but neither the UK nor Spanish authori¬ 
ties wanted to take ownership of the prob¬ 
lem. 

“This should hopefully unlock this whole 
situation and let her get on with her life.” 

Now Jade’s number one priority is to get 
a passport and explore the world to which 
she has been denied access her entire life. 

“I’m so unbelievably grateful to the 
lawyers at Allen & Overy for sorting this 
mess out for me,” she said. “I’ve finally got 
my life back. 

“The first thing I’ll be doing is getting a 
passport. After all, I’ve been waiting 20 
years for a holiday!”

“When they’re caught, they 
should be made to pay for the 
repairs or forced to carry them 
out themselves. That’s the only 
way they’ll ever learn. 

“But most of the time they’re 
let off with a slap on the wrist, 
leaving people like us to try and 
pick up the pieces while they 
move on to their next target.” 

Inspector Tony Smith of Essex 
Police said local PCSOs were 
aware of the problem and would 
be prioritising the area for 
increased patrols. 

“It’s such a shame that who we 
presume to be local young people 
have smashed up a shelter provid¬ 
ed by the local community for 
local young people. 

“I very much hope this 
appalling behaviour will cease 
but we would of course welcome 
any information from members 
of the public regarding these inci¬ 
dents.” 

Harlow Council also plans to 
step up Community Ranger 
patrols in the area in a bid to curb 
further anti-social behaviour. 

A spokesman said: “It is disap¬ 
pointing that these community 
facilities have been vandalised 
and we urge local residents who 
may have witnessed this to report 
it to the police. 

“The council will do what it 
can to help the community and 
we have already asked our 
Community Rangers to step up 
patrols in the area.” 


FURIOUS residents have 
called on police to crack 
down on vandalism in their 
neighbourhood after yobs 
transformed their commu¬ 
nity play area into a rub¬ 
bish-strewn wasteground. 

The youth shelter and hard- 
standing behind the Berecroft 
estate have been repeatedly tar¬ 
geted by vandals in recent weeks, 
with the area now littered with 
broken glass and plastered with 
graffiti. 

Rubbish dumped on the play¬ 
ing surface has been set alight, a 
seating area has been ripped apart 
and on-site lighting has been 
smashed causing thousands of 
pounds worth of damage 

According to Berecroft Resi¬ 
dents’ Association, which spent 
years securing the funding for the 
hardstanding to be built, it could 
now cost up to £3,000 to repair - 
money the group simply cannot 
afford. 

Chairman Zulquar Cheema 
said: “We’ve worked so hard to 
provide this area for our commu¬ 
nity so it’s incredibly frustrating 
to see it vandalised in this way. 

“The mindless idiots responsi¬ 
ble for causing this damage have 
deprived the youngsters living 
here of a place where they regu¬ 
larly go to play football and meet 
their mates.” 

He added: “The problem is 
that there’s no real deterrent to 
make them think twice before 
doing things like this, and people 
are too scared to report them to 
police.

AS national Share the Care week 
comes to an end, one family has used 
the campaign to raise awareness about 
shared care and the important work of 
local disability charity Accuro. 

When Angela and Martin Jackson, of Potter 
Street, Harlow, had their third child Kian two 
years ago, they knew something wasn’t quite 
right. 

It had been a quick delivery and he’d been 
bom weighing just 41b 12oz. However, it 
wasn’t until two months later when Kian was 
rushed to hospital with projectile vomiting 
that their worst fears were confirmed - their 
son’s brain had not fully developed and he 
was disabled. 

“My first thought was that life would never 
be ‘normal’ again,” said Angela. “On my way 
home from the hospital I told Martin not to 
tell anyone that Kian had a disability. I felt I 
would rather hide away with Kian than face 
people.” 

Over the following months Angela struggled 
to cope with Kian’s special needs while also 
looking after her other young children Kallie 
and Tyler - but was too scared to leave him 
with anyone else. 


However, things greatly improved when the 
family were put in touch with Accuro and 
placed on the charity’s Shared Care Scheme 
last January. 

“We were introduced to an approved carer 
who lived in Ware and it was agreed she 
would care for Kian on a regular basis in her 
own home,” Angela explained. 

“It meant a break for both me and Martin 
from caring and the chance to be able to 
spend some quality time with our other 
children again.” 

The scheme, which is free to all children with 
a disability residing in West Essex, aims to 
match families with a shared carer to provide 
the children with a positive experience whilst 
giving the family a short break. 

The shared carers are all volunteers 
specifically recmited for the role after 
undergoing a careful assessment and training 
programme. 

Angela added: “Shared care has provided me 
with the opportunity to be able to get on with 
other things safe in the knowledge that Kian 
is happy and being well cared for. It really 
has made a huge difference to all of our 
lives.”

Army bomb experts 
explode WW2 shell 


BOMB disposal experts 
were called to a Harlow 
depot after shocked work¬ 
ers discovered a wartime 
shell containing 251bs of 
live explosives. 

The device, which dates 
back to the Second World 
War, was first thought to be a 
replica when it was uncovered 
by Kier operatives during a 
routine clear-out of a garage 
in Jocelyns on Thursday after¬ 
noon. 

But after taking it back to 
the company’s depot in Mead 
Park, staff became suspicious 
and alerted police, who 
sought the assistance of a 
bomb disposal team from 
Colchester. 

One worker said the dis¬ 
covery caused quite a stir at 
the River Way site. 

“The site was closed for the

afternoon and everyone had to 
be evacuated,” he said. “It was 
a huge bomb and fortunately 
not something we come 
across often!” 

A police spokesperson con¬ 
firmed that an Army bomb 
disposal team stayed on the 
site until shortly before mid¬ 
night, when the shell was 
placed into a truck and taken 
under police escort to a farm 
in Matching Green. 

The area was cordoned off 
for the night before the squad 
returned the next morning to 
perform a controlled detona¬ 
tion. 

Harlow Council provided 
300 sandbags, 40 tonnes of 
sand and a JCB digger to help

with the disposal as part of its 
emergency response role. 

A spokesman said: “The 
council supported the police 
and emergency services by 
providing a sub-contractor to 
help with preparing the site 
for safe detonation. 

“We did not need to ask 
people to leave their homes 
as the device was contained 
by bomb disposal experts at 
the Mead Park depot.” 

The spokesman added that 
the council had asked police 
to check with the garage ten¬ 
ant to make sure he was not 
storing any other similar 
devices. 

He added: “This appears to 
be a one-off incident of a 
wartime item being kept. 
However, we are awaiting a 
further report from the 
police.”

Cut in opening 
hours for court 


THE opening hours of Harlow’s magis¬ 
trates court will be cut from Monday as the 
Ministry of Justice moves to centralise 
remand hearings at Chelmsford. 

The courthouse will only open on 
Wednesdays, Thursdays and Fridays to hear 
trials relevant to the Harlow area. It will 
also be used as a pilot for video link cases. 

Shalini Subherwal, a lawyer working at 
Whiskers Solicitors in Kitson Way, said the 
change was “disappointing”. 

“At what is already an emotional time 
for everyone involved with a court case, a 
lot of people will now have the additional 
worry of extra travel expenses enforced 
upon them,” she said. “With benefits also 
being cut a lot of people are going to real¬ 
ly struggle to get to Chelmsford.” 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon, who launch¬ 
ed a successful campaign in 2010 against 
the planned closure of the courthouse, said: 
“I welcome the fact that the Government 
have continued to invest in a magistrates’ 
court in Harlow and believe it is better to 
have a court dealing with some cases then 
for it to be closed down completely.”

The danger of labelling 
schools 'good' or 'bad' 


SIR, What a shame that parents have bought into 
the notion of ‘good schools’ and ‘parental choice’. 
(Star, March 22). 

One of the great features of Harlow in the past has 
been that its schools have been comprehensive, 
inclusive and have worked together to share good 
practice. Now, with league tables and the pressure 
to apply for academy status, they are pitted 
against each other in competing for students. 
Having worked in education in Essex for many 
years, I know that there is very little to choose 
between any of the secondary schools in Harlow 
and that if, as parents, you support your local 
school and encourage your children to do their 
best, they will achieve whichever school they 
attend. 

Our children all attended our nearest Harlow 


secondary school and all three have developed into 
well balanced and compassionate adults with the 
motivation and skills to continue learning for life. 

I have to admit an interest as I taught at Mark 
Hall for the last five years of my teaching career. 
Naming and shaming schools as good or bad can 
easily become a self-fulfilling prophecy when 
parents are allowed to choose their child’s school 
because those deemed ‘bad’ will suffer falling rolls 
and lead to cuts in teaching and ancillary staff 
whilst those deemed ‘good’ can go from strength 
to strength. 

It also allows the Government to create scapegoats 
instead of doing their job which is to make every 
neighbourhood school a good one, with a 
motivated and properly rewarded workforce. 
Parents should not relay their disappointment and 


fears to their children when they fail to get their 
school of choice but should reassure them that 
they will do well at whichever school they attend 
in Harlow. Parents should support their local 
neighbourhood school and feel assured that their 
children will get a good education at Mark Hall, 
as good as that at any other school in the town. 
Parents and the local community who want the 
best for their children should not fall into the 
Government’s privatisation and blame trap by 
promoting an entirely manufactured set of 
differences between schools. 

They should, instead, campaign for a return to a 
truly comprehensive, properly funded state 
education system before it is too late.

Prepare for changes to 
the Tax Credit system

WORKING parents and people over 
50 returning to work after being on 
benefits are among those who will be 
affected by the changes to the Tax 
Credit system coming into force next 
month. 

Couples with children will have to 
work at least 24 hours per week rather 
than the current 16. The hours can be 
shared between them but one will have 
to work at least 16. 

As a result, many couple claimants 
currently receiving working tax credit 
will find that this will stop in April. 
This change will not affect couples 
with children where the worker 
working at least 16 hours is entitled to 
the disability element or is over 60. 

It will not affect those who work 16 
hours and the partner is incapacitated, 
in hospital or in prison. 

Whilst there are increases in the rates 
for child tax credits, there will be many 
families who will cease to be entitled to 
child tax credit altogether. 

Currently, families with an income of 
up to £40,000 are entitled to some child 
tax credit but from April families who 
earn around £26,000 may lose their 
entitlement. However, there is no cut¬ 
off point and those with larger families 
and childcare costs may still remain 
entitled even if their income is 
substantially higher. 

The extra amount paid to people over 


50 who are returning to work after 
being on benefits will also be abolished, 
even for those already in receipt of it. 
From April there is a new ‘disregard’ 
for falls in income of up to £2,500. 
What this means is that if a claimant’s 
income falls by up to £2,500 from the 
previous year, their tax credit will not 
be increased to reflect this. 

If the decrease in income is more than 
£2,500, the first £2,500 will be ignored. 
For example a lone parent earning 


£15,000 per year tells HMRC that their 
income has reduced to £10,000. HMRC 
calculate her award based on an 
income of £12,500. 

It will only be possible to backdate new 
claims by up to one month (currently 
claims can be backdated by three 
months). 

The Tax Credit system is complicated 
and people should seek advice advice if 
they are unsure about their 
entitlement. 


Indeed, the recognition during the 
Second World War that good 
planning is a powerful antidote to 
urban sprawl brought together a 
seemingly unlikely alliance of the 
Town and Country Planning 
Association (at the time advocating 
the development of new towns when 
peace returned), the Council for the 
Preservation of Rural England and 
wealthy landowners. 

The current Tory-led Government is 
advancing the National Planning 
Policy Framework, which 
recommends the removal of the 
protection given to the countryside 
by the 1947 Act and presumes that 
the default answer to development 
proposals will be ‘yes’. 

In these circumstances I very much 
share the alarm of rural preservation 
and conservation groups such as the 
National Trust and fear that, for all 
the talk of localism, it will make it 
yet more difficult to prevent 
unlimited development in 
inappropriate locations like Gilden 
Way. 

Under the National Planning Policy 
Framework it seems that it will be 
increasingly problematic to keep 
Essex green and that it will fall to 
Labour to fight to preserve Harlow’s 
green spaces and oppose Tory plans 
to bulldoze our villages.

Man jailed for sex 
offence on girl, 15 


A MAN with learning disabilites and 
the behaviour of a young child has 
been jailed for two years for a sex 
offence against a 15-year-old girl. 

Brinley Dunn (30), formerly of New 
Road, Harlow, had admitted forcing his vic¬ 
tim to perform a sex act on him. 

He was sentenced at Chelmsford Crown 
Court on Monday after pleading guilty at a 
hearing in January to the offence of sexual 
activity with a child. 

The court heard that Dunn has learning 
disabilities, an IQ in the 50-60 range and a 
functioning age of 8-11. 

His legal representative, Catherine 
Bradshaw, said he was not a sexual predator 
but preferred to hang around with people

younger than himself because he felt more 
comfortable in their company. 

“He is more of the age where people are 
hanging around parks,” she added. “He’s not 
comfortable going to pubs or nightclubs 
with people of a similar age.” 

Judge David Turner described the offence, 
which happened in a park in Halstead in 
May of last year, as a “deeply wrong and 
sordid episode” and said the victim was still 
haunted by it. 

He accepted the physical force used by 
the defendant was minimal and that the two 
had probably kissed earlier.

But he told Dunn: “You did nothing to 
check her age, you didn’t stop to think she 
might have been affected by drink or she 
might not have been keen to engage in this 
sort of behaviour.” 

He said Dunn’s record of previously 
touching a woman’s breast and exposing 
himself presented “a very worrying and con¬ 
cerning picture” which suggested he contin¬ 
ued to be a risk to the public. 

The judge said he had no alternative but 
to send Dunn to prison even though it was an 
experience he would probably probably find 
“difficult and baffling”. 

Dunn, now of Witham, was also made the 
subject of a sexual offences prevention order 
for three years which bans him from con¬ 
tacting or associating with any female 
under 16 without her parents’ permission or 
remaining in the immediate vicinity of any 
school without good reason. 

He will also have to sign the sex offend¬ 
ers’ register for 10 years.

Pensioners 
'hit hard in 
the budget' 


THE chairman of a pensioners’ rights 
group has accused Chancellor George 
Osborne of launching a “cynical 
stealth attack” on the over 65s in last 
week’s budget. 

Les Coben (83) of Harlow Pensioners’ 
Action Association said Mr Osborne’s deci¬ 
sion to freeze age-related tax allowances 
would hit thousands of the town’s pensioners 
in the pocket. 

He also dismissed next month’s £5.30 rise 
in the basic weekly state pension - hailed by 
Conservatives as the biggest increase ever - 
as an “empty gesture” that would immediate¬ 
ly be swallowed up by spiralling food, fuel 
and energy prices. 

“This Government has shown its true 
colours in this year’s budget,” Mr Coben told 
the Star. “The Chancellor has given his mil¬ 
lionaire pals a tax cut while pensioners, many 
of whom are struggling to make ends meet as 
it is, take a direct hit. 

“They then have the audacity to say they’re 
giving us a generous handout by upping the 
state pension, but the reality is that with infla¬ 
tion this extra money will not even cover the

increasing costs of food and petrol, let alone 
our soaring energy bills.” 

Government ministers have defended the 
move as a necessary simplification of the tax 
system, and Harlow MP Robert Halfon insist¬ 
ed pensioners would not lose out as a result of 
the planned changes. 

“At present a pensioner’s tax-free 
allowance is £9,940. Next year it will increase 
to £10,500, meaning every single pensioner 
in Harlow will be better off. 

“Harlow pensioners will see the biggest 
ever rise in the state pension this April, while 
the Conservative-led Government is also 
restoring the link between pensions and earn¬ 
ings, ensuring that a typical pensioner will 
now actually get an additional £15,000 in 
extra state pension over their lifetime com¬ 
pared to Labour’s plans. 

He added: “The fact is that the basic state 
pension is rising faster than the current rate of 
inflation, faster than wages, and faster than 
unemployment benefit, too.” 

But Suzy Stride, 
Labour’s parliamen¬ 
tary candidate for 
Harlow, echoed the 
criticism of Mr 
Coben and said the 
tax freeze would 
leave pensioners 
struggling to make 
ends meet. 

“It shows just 
how out of touch the 
Tory-led govern¬ 
ment is,” she said. 
“It may be good for 
millionaires but it is 
not good for Harl¬ 
ow’s pensioners.”

Summer start 
for upgrade of 
road network 


HARLOW’S congested road 
network is set for a multi-mil- 
lion pound overhaul as work 
starts on transforming the town 
into one of the UK’s flagship 
Enterprise Zones. 

The £3.5m roads project, which 
was given the green light by by the 
South East Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ship (SELEP) on Friday, will see a 
busy stretch of the A414 along 
Edinburgh Way upgraded as well as 
new access routes provided into the 
London Road and Templefields 
industrial areas. 

The project will be overseen by the 
consortium of public and private sec¬ 
tor organisations behind the EZ bid - 
including Harlow Council, Essex 
County Council and the West Essex 
Alliance - using funds provided by 
the LEP via the Government’s Grow¬ 
ing Places Fund. 

The group hopes the improved 
transport links will encourage firms 
from the medical technology, adva-

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need manufacturing and ICT indus¬ 
tries to relocate to Harlow while 
reducing through traffic on town cen¬ 
tre and residential roads. 

Work is set to start this summer 
and should be complete within a year. 

Harlow Council chief executive 
Malcolm Morley told the Star: “The 
Enterprise Zone is the key to support¬ 
ing the creation of up to 5,000 new 
jobs. A multi-million pound upgrade 
to the roads in and around it illus¬ 
trates just how serious the council 
and its partners are about supporting 
business. 

“This is great news for the 
Enterprise Zone and the council is 
delighted that SELEP has recognised 
the strength of the bid for this invest¬ 
ment. 

“Harlow is already a great location 
for business being close to the motor¬ 


way network and with a fast rail con¬ 
nection to London and easy access to 
Stansted airport. 

“Additional investment in the 
transport infrastructure builds on this 
and the council will continue to lobby 
hard for further investment.” 

The scheme is one of 12 business¬ 
boosting projects in the South East to 
successfully bid for a slice of 
SELEP’s £40m funding package. 

Group chairman John Spence said 
priority had been given to applica¬ 
tions that demonstrated viable means 
of optimising growth and prosperity 
in their respective areas. 

“The positive impact of these 
schemes will reverberate across UK 
pic,” he said. 

“We are committed to developing 
the most enterprising economy in 
England and recognise that in target¬ 
ing the right schemes in the south 
east we will have a catalytic impact 
on the future prosperity of the coun¬ 
try at large.”

Legacies of secrets and lies 


review 

My Mother Said I Never Should 
Moot House Players, Moot Hall 

LIKE a patchwork quilt, the lives of four 
women across four generations of a family 
are pieced together in My Mother Said / 

Never Should. 

At first the short scenes of the play seem like 
disjointed fragments. By the end the pieces fit 
together and the pattern of their lives is seen. 
The play, written by Charlotte Keatley and first 
performed in 1987, looks at all the stages of a 
woman’s life and the actors met the 
challenge of playing their characters from 
childhood onwards. 

Each woman’s happiness and fulfilment is 
compromised, not just by the times they live 
in but by the secrets and the lies at the heart 
of the family. 

Margaret, strongly played by Bridget 
McAlpine, marries and has a daughter, Jackie. 
Artistic Jackie has a daughter with a married 
man and when she struggles to cope as a 
single mother Margaret takes the baby, Rosie, 
and raises her as her own. 

Rosie grows up believing that Jackie is her 


sister. But as grandmother Doris warns, truth 
will out, and inevitably Rosie learns the 
shocking facts of her life. 

The innocence of childhood has a sharp edge 
here. From time to time all the characters 
become children again, singing, playing, 
quarrelling and sharing their 
misunderstandings of the adult world. 

They even plot to kill their mothers. These 
girls are certainly not made of sugar and spice 
and all things nice. 

The play moves back and forth in time, which 
allows Jennifer Southwell as the elderly Doris 
to be delightful as the youngest child and 
radiant at the end as she shows us Doris as a 
young woman in love and about to marry. 
Claire Quley is the independent Jackie who 
doesn’t find the courage to tell Rosie the truth 
until it’s too late. Margaret achieves a 
successful career at the expense of her 
marriage, but her life and her health are 
blighted by the secrets she holds. 

The bleakness of the play was emphasised by 
the simplicity of the set 
Maybe hope lies with the vibrant Rosie, 
played by Kerry Rowland, whose life could 
still soar like the kites she makes.

THE commercial property sector in the south¬ 
east has had a tough few years now since the 
economic downturn, particularly in the retail 
sector, with many units on high streets 
struggling to find good tenants.

Our policy also has a positive 
psychological benefit. There’s a buzz of 
optimism and activity at The Makings.

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T HE Golf GTI was the hot 
hatch that started it all 
back in 1976, combining 
your common-or-garden 
hatchback with a powerful engine 
and an uprated chassis. 

More than three decades later the 
GTI Edition 35 is based on the same 
ethos but represents something a little 
more upmarket. 

It was actually released in 2011 to 
mark the 35th anniversary of the 
GTI’s first steps into a world it was 
about to change forever. It, and others 
like it that came along years later, 
gave keen drivers all the fun of a 
sports car but with much more 
practicality and everyday usability. 
The key to the best hot hatchbacks is 
that they do everything you could 
ever want them to do, whether it’s 
taking home a flat-packed chest of 
drawers, dropping the kids off at 
school or enjoying a solo blast out 
into the countryside. Some are more 
biased towards practicality and others 
towards fun, but there’s always a mix 
of talents. 

The Edition 35 is one of the most 
middle-of-the-road hot hatches in that 
it tries not to sacrifice any one area 
for the sake of another. You get a 
good size boot, plenty of room for 
four adults or a young family of five, 
a sensible interior and good looks.

Oh, and 232bhp. 

It’s no ordinary Golf GTI. It does 
away with the ordinary 207bhp GTI 
engine and replaces it with a detuned 
version of the really rather rapid Golf 
R’s turbocharged four-cylinder. 

Fettled to give a perfectly flat 22lib.ft 
torque from 2,200rpm to 5,500rpm, 
the engine is smooth, tractable and 
very easy to get the most out of. 

It’s a very relaxed engine in the main, 
with a close-ratio six-speed manual 
gearbox sending power to the front 
wheels. Smooth right from idle, it’s 
perfectly happy to trundle along at 
1,200rpm in any gear. In fact, the 
change-up indicator encourages it on 
a light throttle. 

On the motorway, sixth gear isn’t as 


tall as you might expect and although 
the relatively high revs make you 
wish for another gear there’s very 
usable torque on tap for overtaking 
without shifting down. 

Turbo lag is usually noticeable; 
acceleration comes first from the 
instant response of the 2.0-litre 
engine and then, after a heartbeat, the 
full might of the forced induction. 

The Golf isn’t a small car any more 
and on some B-roads it feels a little 
unwieldy, as though it could use more 
feel and communication through the 
steering and chassis. It’s very good to 
drive on sweeping A-roads, with the 
metallic zing and bass drone of the 
engine a fitting aural backdrop, but 
it’s not as overtly chuckable as some 


people might want. 

One other thing to watch is that 
occasionally, in wet weather and 
when the brakes haven’t been used 
for a while, they can lack initial bite 
the first time they’re reapplied - 
something that can catch out the 
unwary. 

The interior is a mix of hard, textured 
plastics and soft-touch finishes, 
accentuated by beautiful red 
stitching. It’s perfectly fine; sensible 
and stylishly practical offering the 
sort of environment you’d be happy to 
live with for a long time. 

It’s a relatively odd spec list, though. 
Full leather upholstery is standard, 
along with dual zone climate control, 
brilliant bi-xenon headlights, privacy 


glass behind the B-pillar and several 
advanced electronic safety systems. 
But you don’t get sat-nav, cruise 
control or parking sensors as 
standard, all things you’'ll find on 
much cheaper cars. 

This car had the optional £1,770 sat- 
nav and media system combination, 
which works very well. It’s clear and 
easy to use as long as you take note 
of the traditional menu buttons 
around the outer edge of the touch 
screen. 

It also had winter tyres fitted which, 
being narrower, taller and softer than 
normal summer tyres, didn’t do the 
handling any favours. There’s 
noticeable flex which introduces an 
imprecision that’s otherwise absent in 
the standard summer tyres. 

In its unwritten mission statement, 
the Golf GTI is meant to be the hot 
hatch with the least compromises, 
and aside from the shortcomings in 
the kit list that’s true. I can’t think of 
any rivals that have as broad a 
spectrum of talents as this, even if 
some are better in one or two areas. 
The Edition 35 is a very good car. It 
improves on the standard GTI in 
terms of pace and exclusivity, two 
key selling points for VW’s 
customers. 

It’s expensive, yes, but it’s also a very 
satisfying all-rounder and its arguably 
perfect for more people than any 
other hot hatch.

Water ban 

CRICKET chiefs are growing 
concerned at the ‘devastating’ 
effect of a hosepipe ban with 
the season just weeks away. 
Veolia, which supplies homes 
throughout Harlow, has 
warned sports clubs that a 
ban will be introduced from 
April 5. 

The problem has been 
exacerbated by one of the 
driest winters on record. 

It comes as cricket clubs 
across the region carry out 
final preparations for their 
squares. 

Paul Waters, Herts & Essex 
Cricket League (HECL) 
chairman, is demanding 
dialogue with Veolia and fears 
scores of matches will be 
cancelled because of the 
health and safety risks of 
playing on dry as a bone 
pitches. 

“We are unique as a sport. 
Surface preparation is key to 


safety. Without water the 
surfaces are dangerous,” he 
said. 

With more than 2,500 
youngsters playing the sport 
at HECL clubs, Waters fears 
they could be driven out of 
the game if there are no 
matches. “This could put 
clubs back years and years 
and years. The game has to be 
safe, but we need that water,” 
said Waters. 

“We want to work with them 
[Veolia]. They have an 
opportunity to engage with us 
so we can work with them for 
the future of water 
management. 

“An outright ban will have 
impact hugely. We do 
understand the gravity of the 
situation.” 

The situation could also effect 
the teams in the Shepherd 
Neame Essex League, 
including Harlow and Harlow 


Town. 

Paul Baxter, the Colts 
manager at Harlow CC and a 
club committee member, said: 
“A hosepipe ban would not 
affect us immediately. It 
would not stop us having 
friendly games in April 
because there is moisture 
underneath, but if the hot 
weather continues we will 
need to water the square and 
get dispensation [from the 
water company] to be allowed 
to do so in the evenings. 

“W e are still waiting for 
advice from the Essex Cricket 
Board on what to do.” 

Cricket clubs have been 
urged to write to the Veolia 
company secretary to call for 
leniency on health and safety 
grounds.

FLEXIBLE ‘turn up and play’ 
kick about football sessions are 
being created at Passmores 
Academy’s 3G pitch thanks to a 
new partnership between the 
Harlow & District Sunday 
Football League (HDFL) and 
the Essex County FA. 

The two organisations have joined 
forces to launch a brand new Mars 
‘Just Play Centre’ for men aged 16 
and over at the Tracyes Road venue. 

It is the first time an adult men’s league 
in the UK has got involved in setting up 
such an initiative, ultimately aimed at 
sparking more interest in players and 
teams to join the Sunday League.

the success of our first Just Play Centre in 
Thurrock we’re now working towards set¬ 
ting more up. This will be the fourth to be 
established in the county, and the first in 
the country to be run by an adult league.” 

For participants who wish to take their 
football further, the HDFL is aiming to 
find players and teams for new under-21 
and veteran division it is proposing for the 
2012-13 season. 

Emery added: “The League approached 


our governance team to seek advice on 
establishing these divisions so I met them 
to discuss how we could offer our support. 
One of the results was for us to work 
together in setting up a Just Play Centre to 
create interest.” 

The partnership between Mars and the 
FA aims to arrest the decline in football 
participation by getting 150,000 new 
players enjoying football for at least 30 
minutes a week by September 2013, deliv¬ 


ering 3.9 million hours of extra football 
each year.
